Al¬ 
berta has reason to be proud of its 
rhioh followed, | children It was an Alberta baby, 
from the child welfare clinic in 
guest of jdalpary that last year obtained the 
t prize as the Empire’s lies* ha¬ 
st Wembley exhibition in July, 

I it was another Alberta baby, 
n a clinic at Redcliff that was 
rrded the second prize “The 
social j Astor award of merit” at the same 
exhibition in 1925. These babies 
j were in regular attendance at their ^ 
followed respective clinics from thetimethey 
were one month old. The gratify- 
i ing announcement is made that the 
child welfare clinics conducted by 
the provincial department of health 
in Edmontcn and Calgary, in co¬ 
kept up until operation with the civicoanthorities, 
and also at otheT points in the pro¬ 
vince, have been effective in greatly 
reducing the infant mortality. In 
Edmonton it is shewn that the 
clinical work has contributed to a 
reduction in the infant mortality 
from 171 per 1000 in 1913 to 54 3 
per 1000 in 1925, a truly remark, 
able record. In Calgary the reduc¬ 
tion has been almost equally as sat¬ 
isfactory, the rate for 1925 being 
6t> 6, a much lower figure than in 
former years During the year 
1925, there were 365 child welfare 
clinics held in the province, with a 
total attendance of 13,358 babies 
and children of pre-school age Of 
rthis number 86 clinics were held in 
rural districts, evidence that the 
health department is continuing to 
pursue its policy of reaching oht to 
the rural districts to furnish atten¬ 
tion which is not readily available 
otherwise to the isolated residents.
